— Rule tor two ſorts of men, the 
> Magiſtrate,and People ; teachin2 
the one how to governe, the other 
how to obey. Now,the Magiſtrate 
muſt be the .ſubjze&t of my dil- 
courſe at this tine; In whom two 
things are confiderable. 1. Honos, 
his Honour. 2. Onus, his Charge; his Dignity, and his |. 
Dutic. He beartth the Sword, there's his honour : the 
Sword is a typz of his authority : ot an vine, that 
points at his otfice, not onely for pomp, or ſtate, bur 
for uſe, for execution of juſtice. In handling whereof, 
I would not be thought preſumptuous,as iFlike old do- 
ting Phormie,l would tcach Hannibal, for I protefiem 
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The Sword-bearer 


ſelfe exiftimatorem, non maziftrum, an Adviſer only, no 
peremptory teacher ; Neither let the name of Sword in 
theſe buiſic rimes be prejudicious to what I ſhall ſay, 
and think not my Sermon the ſharper for that, for l 
ſhall handle ir ſo tenderly, as neither to provoke any 
enemies , norto offcnd any friends , nor to hutt my 
[clfe. 

Firſt therefore the Honor of a Magiſtrate ſtands in 
two things. 1. His Ordinance. 2. His Preheminence. 

His Ordinance is of God ; The powers that be, are 
ordamed of God, ſaith the Apoſtle ; Submir your ſelves 
(faith Saint Peter ) to every ordnance of man , for the 
Lords ſake , whether it be to the King as ſupreame, or un- 
to Governours , as unto them that are ſent byhim, 1 Pe. 
ter 2. 13. Saint Peter calls them an humane ordinance, 
not in regard of the firſt inſtitution of it , but for uſe, 
I. ſubjeftue, becauſe it is executed by man. 2. objefirve, 
becauſe humane affaires are the object of it, 3. n6se, in 
reſpe& of the end , becauſe ordained for mans good : 
yet the Originall is from God. For as inthe Creation 
of the world there was a ſpirit that formed , ſo inthe 
conſervation thereof, the ſame ſpirit reformeth to this 
day, and that's done by Ruling. Man being by nature 
a ſociable creature, take away Rule and Power, you un- 
doe mans nature; and though ſinne brought into the 
world ſervitude and ſlavery, Gey. 9. 25. Curſed be Ca- 
naan, 4 ſervant of ſprvants ſhall hee be: yet God him- 
ſelfeordain'd power and order; there's order among 
the bleſſed Angels, ifnor ex precepro yet ex conſilzo : and 
incvery man God hath imprinted a double qurifdiftion: 
one of the ſoule oyer the body, that's Ard the: com- 


mand of a Maſter: another of the reaſon over the ap- 
petite, | 
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or Mag! ſtrates charge. 


petite: - and that's fenuai, the power of a Soveraigne, 
God in the beginning gave unto man a three-fold pow- 
er; Firſt,over himſclfe, by free-will to govern his aQti- 
ons ; for God ſet man at firſt zon 2n Two ſed in caxro, {aith 
S. Bern, notin ſuch ſecurity that he could not fall, nor in 
ſach neceſſity that he could not chuſe but fall , but left 
him to the liberty of his owne will, notto fall if hee 
would not offend, nor to offend unlefle hee would him- 
ſelfe. God gave him poſſe on peccare,but not non poſſe pec- 
care, that is, it was polliblefor him not to finne , bur it 
was not impolsible tor him to {inne. The ſecond power 
was over the creatures; for to mans mwltplicammi God 
added dominamini. Let him have dominion over the fiſh 
of the ſea , and the fowles of the ayre. Geneſis 1.26. The 
third power was over man; which is cither Oeconomi- 
call in families , of the husband over the wife, father 
over his children, maſter over ſervants ; or Politicall in 
Cittics vzz, Monarchicall of one, Ariſtocraticall of ma- 
ny & thoſe the beſt, or Democraticall which is the po- 
pular ſtate ; All were ordain'd of God cither mediatly, 
or immediatly. There zs no power but of God, ſaith the 
Apoſtle ; Non dicit, poteftas eſt a deo, ſed non eſt poteſtas niſi 
G deo, faith Muſculus, yea that of the devill , whoſe 
will though it be ever wicked, yet his power by Gods 
pzrmiſszon 15 never unjuſt , hee is called therefore The 
evill (pirit from the Loyd, 1 Sam, 16. 23. Ancvill ſpirit, 
ſaith S, Gregory, Per drſfiderinm voluntatis in:que, but yet 
from the Lord, per licent:am poteſtatis juſte. Sometime 
perhaps, Potens the Ruleris not of God, Ofee 8. 4. They 
have reigned, and not bymre. Or the manner of gettins 
Rule is not of God , for many runne ad Cathedr am, non ad

5. 7. They crycd betore Toſeph Abrech , Bow the knee, 
Or tender Father, Gen. 45. For as Xenophon ſaith , 1044 
Rags «1269 £4586; $49 mie, 1 900d Ruler differs not from 
a g00d father. They be called Heads, Numb.1, 16. for 
three cauſcs. 1. For their eminence above the reſt, 
2. Forcommand , becauſe the head governes all the 
body, yea many times when the body is at reſt, the 
head is moſt diſquieted. 3, For neceflary uſe, becauſe 
from thence flowes ſence and motion into all the mem- 
bers of the body. Andall theſe titles, what are they, 
but obligations of greateſt duties, and of greater neceſ 
fity to depend upon God, both for advice in wiledome 
and afsiſtance in power? But that which tranſcends all, 
is,1 ſaid zee are Gods, which is to be underſtood onely re- 
preſentatively, becauſe God hath given them power to 


ſpeake tothe people in his name, and execute his judge- |

ments. 1 bave made thee Pharaohs God, ſ1id God to 
Moſes, Exod. 7.1. And theſe attributes of honour in- 
ſtrut them how to governe, and others how to reye- 
rence them. Them how to governe, to rule for God, 
reward for God, p.niſh for G04 ; remembrins alwaies 
though they are gods of the earth, yet they are but 
earthen gods z Intheir greateſt glory they are but virms 
in infirmitate ;, and although by their birth or fortune 
they be ſired from the branne of the vulgar, yet they 
are but ejuſdem farine, of the ſame meale, Their heads 
of gold, and breaſts of ſilver, &c. ſtand hut upon feet of 
clay; the ſplenJour of their renowne, the glory of their 
riches, and ſtrength of their greatnefle hath but a duſty 
foundation ; palus es, er in pulverem reverteris, Againe, it 
teacheth others how to reverence them. They that | 
rule well, are worthy of double honour, 1 Tim, 5. 17. 
Single honour howſoever, becauſe of Rule, which is 
Gods ordinance ; but double honour, if he be a good Ma- 
oiſtrate, becaule of his diligence. annie mui. i- wwic, ſaith 
Saint Chryſoftome, very much honour ; or double, ſaith 
Aquinegreveremie & ſubptdij, reverence and maintenance, 
allegeance zn1 allowance. So tender is God for pre- 
ſervation of their dignities, that hee gave his people 


gods, nor curſe the Ruler of thy people , Exod. 22.28, And 
by an ancient Canon, a ſevere Centure was impoſed 


man,to excommunicate him; if in orders,to depoſe him; 
their perſons ſhould be 4a, inviolable , for they arc 
ſacred, like an Aſylum, a Sanctuary or confecrated Tem- 
ple, which for the veneration of Religion might not be | 
violated. For this cauſe David would not lay hands þ

upon Saul when occaſion gave him power over his lite; 
for though hee was wicked, yet hee was the Lords 
anoynted; he had ſanF:tatemunions , though not vite; 
an holy calling , though not an holy carriage, S. Jude 
ſets it downe for a note of reprobate men, 10 deſpiſe 
dominion , and ſpeake evill of dignities. Yet ſuch a per- 
nicious brood there is in the world, that bend their 
tongues like a bow againſt authority,and ſhoot out their 
arrowes, even bitter words, What learned Prelate 
hath not this Blatant beaſt bitten © what Reverend 
Judge hath not this ſerpent ſtung « What honeſt man 
hath not been beſpattered with this filthy vomit 2 yea, 
Chriſt himſclfe was not free from the aſperſion of un- 
rightequs ſpeakers, who called him a friend of Publi- 
cans and ſinners, and aſcribed their miracles to the 
power of Belzebub. Bur let them goe ; and good luck 
have you with your honour, ride on becauſe of the —_ of truth, 
remember it is that which gives you honour, and it 


| ſtands with your honour to maintaine that. For you 


beare the ſword; And ſo I take mylcave of your ho- 
nour, and come next to your charge ; for as I have 
ſhewed them how 'great they are, ſo I muſt needs tell 
taem how good they ſhould be. 

Their charge ſtandeth in the uſe of the ſword, where» 
unto three things are required : 1. Good lawes, they 
are like the ſword in the ſcabbard. 2. Upright judge- 
ment according to thuſe lawes , that's like a ſword 
drawne. 3, Juſt execution, rhat ſtrikes the ſtroke. 

To the making of good lawes three things are requi- 


red. 1. The matter, which muſt be zorceable to the law 


! of nature and will of God. 2. The cnd, to maintaine 
| vertue, and ſuppreſſe vice. 3. Their extent,not for pri- 
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vate gaine , but for- publick good. And when lawes 
are made, there's no exemption of any perſon from 
their obedience and ſubjeQion. Let every ſoule be ſub- 
jeft to the higher powers, (ſaith the Apoſtle, Omnis ani- 
m4 ; anima propter voluntatem, omis propuer uniuerſalitatem 
the ſoule, becauſe obedience ought to be voluntary; 
every ſoule becauſe it muſt univerſall. To ſay there- 
fore the Clergie is exempted, becauſe it is not ſaid 
Omnis ſpirurs , but omnis anima , that is, animalis ho- 
mo the laity , not ſpirnualis homo the Clergie, is vipe- 
rina gloſſa, and cates out the bowels of the text. For 
the ſoule is taken for the whole man ; every ſoule, 
thatis, every man , there were eight foules in Noahs 
Ark, that is, cight perſons, 1 Per. 3.20, But I grant you 
ſaith Belarmine: they are ſubject obl:gatione direFiva, non 
coaFiva,by obligation of direction, not coercion, which | 
is 2s much as to ſay as farre as they liſt themſelves, Is 
this ſubje&ion, or rather is 1t not a cunning evaſion * 
that's no law that hath onely reference to their diſcreti- 
on for whom it is enacted ; that very reference loſeth 
the reverence and authority of it. Juſtice and right in 
erving every one his due, ſhould havethe ſame place in 
the common-wealth, which faith and religion claymeth 
in the Church. Now, a@in religion there are ſome 
things in ſubſtance, and ſome things of ceremony , ſo 
there are ſome points efſentiall in juſtice, and ſome ac- 
cidentall ; the eſlentiall points of juſtice are the ſame 
in lawes of all common-wealths ; for what is a law but 
a divine ordinance, commanding things honeſt,and for- 
bidding the contrary 2 The accidentall parts doe and 
may vary according to the circumſtances of times, per- 


| ſons, and places. For as good remedies are occaſioned

from bad diſcaſes, ſo ex malis moribus bone leges oriuntyr, 

There was in ancient times no law againſt a Parricile,' 
whereof Solon being ask'd the reaſon, anſwered , Hee 
thought no man ſo unnaturall as to commit that ſinne , 
| but when the wickedneſſe of the times had produc'd 
ſuch monſtrous Imps that did kill their owne fathers, 
thenalaw was provided, and a puniſhment ſet downe , 
for the Party ſo offending,was to be ſowed in a leathern 
lack, with a Dogge, a Cock, a Viper,and an Ape, foure 
angry creatures , and ſo caſt into ſome deepe water,as 
unworthy to reape the benefit of any of the foure ele- 
ments; the reaſon whereof is given to be this, Y7 quz 
eum necaſſet unde ipſe natu eſſet, careret rebus omnibus unde 
omnie naſcuntur , That he which kill'd him of whom he 
was borne, ſhould be deprive of thoſe thinos whereof 
all things are bred. In the time of Innocencic God

| Adaws obedience, as if God ſhouldtell him, faith Saint 
Auftin: If Adam would know the reaſon, Quia ego doms.

not repugnant. Much more now are lawes neceſſaric, 
yea new lawes according tgoccaſion,cither for preven- 
tion to ſtop a miſchicfe enſuing, or for ſubvention to 
remedy evils paſt. They are like waters that receive 
their tincture and taſts from the ſoyles through which 
they runne, and ſo change according to the regions and 
goveraments where they are planted; yet they procce] 
from the ſame fountaine of juſtice ; They ought ant by 
multitude of conſtitutions to be ſnares to good minds, 
= by the quirks of mercenarie wits to be pervert-d to | 
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ate, 
The people' of «Egine did impoſe a pecuniatie mul& 
upon himthat had occafioned a new Law. Amoneſt the 
Athenians there was but one new Law made for an hun- 
dred yeares, and that was procured by one' that was 
monocalus, and the Law was this, That hee ſhould loſe | 
both his cycs, who had put out his that had but one.

There is a Signe in Heaven called Yirgo, betwixt Leg” 
and Libra, Pieriw in his Hieroglyphicks compares Ju- 
ſtice to this Signe : for Juſtice 15 a pure intemerate Vir- 
gin,never corrupted by thoſe too ſhameleſle Sollicitors, 
Nimium & Parum, Exceſſe and Detect : ſhee hath Leo 
on the one ſide, becauſe a juft man is bold as a Liow, Prov. 
26. 1. and Libre, paire of Ballances,on the other fide, 
weighing out to every man his right ; which he cannot 
doe equally,if he feare any mans diſpleaſure. He muſt 
remember Gods encouragement to Foſus, Be valiant and 
of 6 good courage.

ſinge, There js.a time when'a man may be.angry; Moſes 
was angry againſt the Ifraclites idolatry, Ex0d. 32.19. 
and did not offend , Jonas was angry at Gods mercy in 
ſparing the Ninivites, and he was reproved ; Doeft thou 
well to be angry, ſaith God, For. 4, 4. Chriſt was rail 'd at, 
mock'd, and crucified ; yet was not angry, but prayed 
for his enemies , Father forgzve them, for they know not what 
they doe. But when hee ſaw his Fathers Houſe abus'd, 
then he was anzry, and whipt them out of the Temple , 
hee had anger certainly, though-not as 4 paſſion of re- 
venge, yet of deteſtation , it was zealous anger, not vi- 
cious anger. Unbridled anger is a temporary frenzie ;

This 1tit be of long continuance,growes to be 
hatred, and he that hates has brother ,is a man-ſlayer, 1 Jobh.3. 
15. Not ſo much becauſe he hurts his brother, whom he 
hates; but becauſe he flayeth his own ſoule;yea,and his 
brothers too, if he could ; 1Ze wn, ſaith S. Auguſtine,

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tamen tu ocigaftt ,, hee liveth , yet thou haſt kill'd him

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as much as in thee lyeth. 

Now,if a Magiſtrate be drawne into hatred of any 
mans perſon, hee may be a double Homicide, for be- 
ſides the miſchicfe he doth to himſelfe, hee may be the 


| death of another. When Jeſus proceeded againſt CA- 


chan, he did it mildly ; My ſonne, confeſſe thy fawlt and prue 
glory io God, Toſ.7.19. A Magiſtrate ſhould have leaſt in- 
tereſt in himſelfe. 4reft:des fitting in judgement upon 
two men that were adverſaries, -One of them thinking 
to make his cauſe the better by accuſing his enemie, 
ſaid, O Ariftedes, this man hath done thee great wrong. 
My friend, quoth Arzftedes, Tell mec what wrong hee 
hath done thee: for I ſit here to doe thee juſtice , and 
not my ſelfe, This ſword therefore muſt not be drawne 
againſt the perſon of the oftender, but againſt. the of- 
tence of the perſon; in deteſtation of the fault, not of 
the man , for it muſt not be drawne in hatred. 

The fourth impediment, is Partialitic or favour. Je- 
hoſaphat _— ſct Judges in the Land, gave them this 
Charge ; Take heed what yes doe, for you judge not for man, 
but for the Lord, 2 Chron.19.That word excludes all cor- 
ruption : for if he be puſillanimous, he will judge for 


| man ; that makes him feare his enemies; if partall, to 


favour his friends z if covetous, to love himſclfe too 
much. if he be malicious, he will hate others : And 
then Truth muſt needs have a cold Suit, when Malice 
is Chiefe Juror, and Partialitie the Judge. I know Pitic 


| is the beſt prayſe of humanitic , and fruit of Chriſtian 


love ; but in Judgement,it may have no place : he muſt 
heare the ſmall as well as the great, the rich and the 
wretch both alike. Alexander when he fate in judge- 
ment, would with one care open hearethe Ty cs 
, ecpe 
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keepe the other for the Defendant : it was juſtly done , 
for , Qui flatut alrquid parie mavdii alterd, equumlicet 
flawwerit, hand equwe fuit, (aid the Tragedian. Hee thar 
determineth upon hearing of but one party, though his 


judgement be true, yet he is no right Judge. For favour 
being the falſe advocate of the gracious, is injurious to 
[rrurh, and it is required, that Judges ſhould be wen of 
erub, Exod. 18, Now, there is veritas vite, veritas juſti- 
tie, veritas doftring , Truth of life, when our converſa- 
tion is framed according to the ruke of truth ; truth of 
doarine, diſtinguiſhing truth from error,and right from 
wrong ; truth of juſtice, in giving every man his owne, 
A Magiſtrate therefore muſt be inflexible, unparriall, 
free from'paſſion and affeftion; with a ſword in one 
hand, and his ballance in the other ; Poxdeyat hec cauſas, 
percytit ille reos;, to ponder mens cauſes,and puniſhtheir 
offences, without partiality. 

Now having removed the impediments, I come to 
the drawing ofthe Sword, which is upright Judgemene, 
You will f , perhaps, it hath beene long indrawing : 
and I anſwer, The blocks in the way were heavic, and 
not ſoone removed; and befides, Nulls wnques de vita 
hominis cunfatio longs eft, a man cannot demurre too 
much upon a mans life: for, if he wrongfully miſcarry, 
and the Sword be drawne unjuſtly, what amends.can be 
| made fot hisunjuſt ſuffering: Upright. Judgement rhere- 
fore, according to Law , is the true drawing of the 
Sword : whereunto three things are requiredz' firſt, 
Wiſdome; ſecondly, Pictie; thirdly ,Juſtice.- 
Wiſedome in diſcuſſing cauſes. This hath evercar- 
ried that ſhew of excellencie, that the very wicked have 
| laboured to put on the vizard of it, ME ad 
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| lex #4 doe wiſely; yet his wiſedome proved folly, becauſc 
it was 2gainſt Gods people: fot is with allthe worldly 
wiſe, as Saint Paul {ayth , exon 7) of cwoorrnew , Whaleft 
they ſeemed to be wiſe, they became fooies, Rom,x, But marke 
the wiſedome of Job, when he was a Magiſtrate 5 #hen 
L knew not the cauſe , I ſought it out diligently, Job 29:16. 
This was Gods owne way,to teach man: tor although 
all: things are open and maniteſt to his eyes, yet marke 
how, in jadgement, he commends, deliberation. : The 
finnes of Sodome were exceeding grievous, and their 
Crie was great; yet, / wil{ gee downe non ({ayes God) and 
ſee, whether" they have done altogether according to that Crie , 
and if not, that I may know. Queſtionleſle, God heard and 
knew; but, noluit audita-judizare, he would not judge by 
the care onely, but by the eye : Yau oculatm. reſtis plus 
valet guar aurii decem, One ocular witneſle 1s worth ten 
auricular: therefore he ſaith, Deſcendam & videbo, 1 will 
goe downe and ſee , to inſtruct men that are inauthoritie. 
Saith Saint Gregorze, Magna crimina tarde credenda. ſuns 
cum audiuntur, citius punienda cum' cognoſcantur , They 
| muſtbe ſlow to beleeve but upon ſtrong evidence, and 
readie to'prnith upon juſt proofe.' For the Law pre: 
| ſumes every man to be:good.rill he be apparantly bad; 
bur when facts have made the contrarie eyident, then 
the ſame Law preſames him robe ſemper malus qui ſtwel 
malus, imeodem geneye mali, to be till naught in that kind 
wherein /he'is once tainted, |

Iſrael heard the judgement which the King had judged,and they 
feaxed the King , for they ſaw that the wiſedome of God was in 
him,te doe juftece,x Kings 3.28. Wildome in the true uſe of 
the Sword, makes a juſt man both feared and lov'd , the 
ood men feare him lovingly, the middle ſort love him 
Farefully : onely the wicked malefactor feares him 
ſervilely, For he-beareth not the Sword in vaine, 
But now, what's Wiſedome without Godlineſſe, but 
worldly policic? Therefore to upright judgement _ 


{aith Solomon, Pro, 14.16. Therefore when the righteous 
are in axthoray, the people rejoyce ,, but when the wicked comes 
on and riſes up, the man & tried, the good bide themſelves, and 
| the people ſigh, Pro. 29. 2. O how beautifull a ſight it is

but the out-fide, and cenſureth onely mens ations : 
but Religion cleares the conſcience of evill affeRtions, 
| it reformes the great ones themſelves , making their 
eyes {ingle, and cares indifferent, and hands cleane, and 
hearts upright,to doc nothing without the teſtimony of 
a good conſcience, 

Andrthirdly, to bereligiousto God-ward , and not 
juſt ro man, 15 to be but a vaine-glorious hypocrite: 
therefore to the drawing of the ſword, which 15:upright 
judgement , Juſtice is a maine requiſite. Andirt is thus

| his proper object, fortitude hath perils , temperance 


confiſts in moderation of pleaſures,prudence in politick 
affaires,diſcerning good orill; fo Juſtice hath ſuum cuzque 
for it's obje& and office. Ofall vertues they ſay Juſtice 
| minds al;enww bonwm , the good of another, recciyes no 
benefit from men, but the praiſe of a juſt ation, their 
prayers and praiſes. And that juſtly, For if the Magi- 
ſtrate take himſclfe from his buiſineſle, his friends, and 
= ures, to intereſt himſclfe in many thanklefle 1a- 
ours,to compound idle ſtrifes, to watch over our ſafe- 
ty, to be diſturb'd with out-cries when weefleepe, is it 
not juſt hee ſhould be honoured with an anſwerable 
eſtate of pomp and magnificence to wane his great- 
nefſe; and this honour be it what it may be, is not huma- 
nitatis officium, but adminiſtrationzs beneficiuw ; not at our 
courtefie, but Gods appointment, For hee beareth nor the 
ſword in vaine. And thus you ſce the Sword drawne, 
which is upright judgement, 
Juſt execution, and that ftrikes the ſtroke, without 
which all the reſt is but an idle flouriſh. In execution of 
Juſtice, there ought to be a moderation to- qualifie the

is a Court in Fraxce called the Tornelles, which is the 
chamber for criminall cauſes, ſo called becauſe the 


Judges of the other ſix chambers which are for civill 

caules, fit there by turnes ; the reaſon Bodin gives (as a 

learned Surveyer of France ſaith) that it mightnot alter 

the naturall inclination of the Judges , and make them 

more cruell, by being alwayes exerciſed ia matters of 
condemnations and executions. It was appointed in 

the law of God , that forty ftyipes ſhould be given to the 

offegder, and not to exceed, left thy brother ſhould be deſpiſed 
in thy ſight, Dent, 25. 3. Therefore the Jewes inflicted up- 

on Paul fourty ftripes ſave one, Fourty was the law, and it 
they had given the ſummur jw of the law, they thought 

they had done injuric; ſo caſic. it is by a tranſpoſition 

of one letter toturne Js into Yis. There ought to be 
therefore a wiſe mixture of juſtice and mercy ; this 
without that, is foolith pitic ;. and that without this, is 
cruelty. The love of mercic doth not take away the 
exerciſe, but ſeverity of juſtice, the acerbity or worm- 
wood of it, when the mighty hunt their brother with 4 
net, Mic. 7. 2. or diggepits (which we call plots) for the 
ſoules of others, Fer.18, They doc not think the cup of 
juſtice bitter enough , unleſle it be mingled with their 
oall.

* The breſt of the Judge ſhould be like the Arke of the 
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' Covenant,wherein three things were put,Yirga, Manna, 
Tabulz, the Tables of the Law,the Rod of Aaron, the 
Pot of Manna ; Inftruction , JaRion , Conſolation. 
Two things ( ſaith Nazzenzene ) are requiſite in Cor- 
reQtion, «wn and wntwac, Lenitice and Severitie z but 
they both tranſgreſle, if not well qualified : if the one 
be «ovy 9011s and the other coweirig'O, implacable or in- 
diſcreet, they may doe much hurt, that looſeth the 
reines,with too much remiſleneſle, and this ſtranglerh, 
with too much ſtraitneſſe : There muſt be #au3gre, as 
well as ur; humane compaſsion, as well as ſevere in- 
dignation; and then ſtrike on Gods name, 

And now the Sword is in your hand, it were good 
ſome felr the edge of it, Againſt whom then would 
you turne it? There are a ſort of Emiſſaries, the Semi- 
naries of Sedition, that doe fo ply our Recuſants, im- 
printing in them a fetled deteſtarion of our Church, 
whom the Pope having fed a few yeares, makes them 
his inſtruments to build up his Monarchie : And hither 
they come, being bound by a blind obedience,to main- 
taine his pompe with the expence of their deareſt lives, 
and are packt over by that relentlefſe Merchant, that 


trades on no other but the Red Sea of Blood. Should 
theſe have the Sword turn'd upon them 2 Some perhaps 
may thinke ſo ; the Sword of Juſtice,not Violence, and 
ſo thinke I: or rather,if it may be,I wiſh them all ſound-! 
hearted in England,or ſate harboured in Rome. 
Furthermore, if any Rebels or ſeditious perſons 
diſturbe the State, Time, the Mother of Truth , will 
diſcover them : The Snord is ah edged toole, and for 
me, it is not ſafe medling- with it : God guide the 
heart and hand of him that beares it. I will be no 
| Bickri,] 
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Bickri, to blow the Trumpet, The Church and Com- 
mon-wealth are like Xppocrates Twinnes ; they laugh 
and weepe together, they live and die together : and 
as the rending of the Veile of the Temple preſaged 
the ruine of the ſtate of the Jewes, which flowed 
ſhortly after ; fo Schiſmes, if not prevented , will 
overthrow Goyernment, and at laſt bring in Anar- 
chie and confuſion. 7 would ( ſaith the Apoſtle ) that 
they were cut off that trouble you, Gal,5. 12. I dare not 
with ſo, Put was of an extraordinaric ſpirit z and 
the reaſon why I dare nor, is, becauſe when a member 
is cut off, it is hard ſetting of it on againe. If it be 
rotten and uncurable, there is need of an Enſe recs- 
dendum eft. But, I hope, there is onely a diſlocation, 
a putting out of joynt; and no more is required, but 
xnipenGy, a (ctting things right : and that will be beſt 
done ( ſaith the Apoſtle) « mwugn ogtinle, it the ſpirit 
of meekeneſſe, Gal. 6. 1, To# that are ſpiritual}, xwmiten, 
reſtore ſuch : And you that are temporall Magiſtrates, 
and beare the Sword, you eſpecially. For what can 
we doe without you £ What can Aaron doe without 
Moſes : Aaron may talke, but Afoſes with his Rod mult 
worke wonders, Wee are compared to the Teeth of 
the Church, Cam.4. and ſo are you : but wee are onely 
Dentes Articulatz , that forme the Voice z but you are 
Dentes Molares, the Grinders : thoſe whom we cannot 
reforme by Preaching, you muſt with your Authoritic 
breake them. : 

Thus ye have heard what belongethto a Magiſtrate; 
| his Hogour,and his Charge. His Honour ſtands in two 
things z His Ordinance, his Preeminence : His Charge 
inthe uſe of the Sword, whereunto three things are re- 
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uired, 1. Good lawes, a Sword in the ſcabbard. 2.[Ip- 
right judgement according to thoſe lawes , a Sword 
drawnc. $. Juſt execution, and that ſtrikes the ſtroke ; 
For be beareth not the Sword in vaine. 

And now, for a concluſion of all, You whom God 
hath ſo highly honoured ; when yee ſee your ſelves 
environed with Officers to attend your perſons , your 
ſeat of Juſtice like a throne to exalt your Honours , a 
number of innocent hearers and lookers on to applaud 
your truth, a companic of guilty offenders holding up
